WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Rear Admiral 
Winfield Scott Schley, the “applicant’”’ be- 
fore the naval court of inquiry, was for 
the first time heard in his own behalf to- 
Gay. He began his testimony at 2 o'clock 
Pp. m., following Capt. Clark of the Ore- 
gon. 

Schley’s bearing in the witness chair was 
modest in the extreme. He went over the 
whole Santiago campaign. 

Next to Schley himself, the American peo- 
ple take more interest in Capt. Clark thar 
in any other officer who took part in the 
@estruction of Cervera’s fleet. The testi- 
mony of all witnesses has shown that it 
Was the Brooklyn and Oregon that won the 
day off Santiago. While the Brooklyn was 
fighting three Spanish ships, and seemingly 
battling alone, out of the smoke the Ore- 
@0n was seen almogt abreast of the Brook- 
lyn, making -as much speed as that fleet 
cruiser, and her great guns belching shot 
into the Spaniards. 

The sight was so inspiring that it moved 
Capt. Cook of the Brocklyn to say: ‘God 
bless the Oregon!’ and Commodore Schley 
to signal, ‘‘Well done, Oregon.”’

Incident of 
Schley’s Gallantry. 


Maj. Murphy said: I remember the inei- 
dent distinctly because it made a very greal 
impression on me at the time. It was when 
they were preparing a cutter to take Capt. 
Cook to the Colon to receive the surrender 
of that ship. She had hauled down her 
flag and was ashore. The officers and 
many of the men were gathered forward in 
the neighborhood of the forecastle, and 
Commodore Schley addressed the men, 
cautioning them not to cheer when the 
Spanish captain came on board. He spoke 
of their gallantry, that they had made a 
good fight,.and that they should not he 
humiliated;.. that we should treat them 
chivalrous and not humiliate them by 
cheers. The commodore ‘made the e 
speech about midnight of the same _ day 
when we were ranging alo ide the Iowa 
and we had learned that Admiral Cervera 
and his officers were on board ‘that: ship. 
It afterwards developed that Admiral Cer- 
vera head Commodore Schley make the re- 
mark, and he appreciated it very much, so

Saw the Brooklyn’s 

Shots Hit the Mark. 

Describing the course of the Brooklyn 
during the battle of July 3, the witness 


said: ‘I saw the Brooklyn receiving and 
returning almost the entire fire of the two 
leading ships, with an occasional shot from 
the Colon. I was in a position to see a 
fiash, and shortly afterward the fall of the 
projectile and these showed that a large 
roportion was about the Brooklyn. The 
Rolon evidently was using smokeless 
powder and I was not able to tell so well 
where her shots fell.’ 

The witness said he was satified that the 
fire from the Brooklyn set the Viscaya on 
fire and cau her to run ashore. here 
was 'no other American ship within range 
of the Viscaya at that time, he said. The 
Maria Teresa, the witness said, was driven 
ashore by the concentrated fire of ali the 
ships of the American fleet.

Clark Begins

The large audience manifested signs of 
interest as the captain of the Oregon ap- 
proached the witness stand. Admiral Dewey 


smiled as he walked around to the end of 
the table to administer the oath. Caps. 
Clark at first spoke in an undertone and 
was two or three times requested to raise 
his voice. This he did as he progressed 
and was soon distinctly heard in the vicin- 
ity of the court. 

At the request of Mr. Rayner he began

“When we discovered the Spanish ships 
coming out our fleet closed in at once io 
attack them, each ship being ordered to 
keep her head directly toward the harbor 
entrance. The Spaniards turned to the 
westward, breaking through our line or 
crossing it, and our ships swung off to the 
westward in pursuit. Both sides opened fire 
promptly and fired rapidly. Dense smoke 
soon obscured the vessels, making it difli- 
cult to distinguish them.

Schley Signalled 

“Follow the Flag.” 
‘Mr. Rayner: Did you get any signals 
from the Brooklyn on the day of the 
battle?

“Of my own Knowledge and remembrance 
the signals that impressed themselves upon 
me at the time were ‘Follow the flag.’ I 
had this repeated to the vessels following, 
thinking that they might not see the Brook- 
lvn and might see us. I remember an- 
other signal, ‘One of my compartments 
filled with water.’ I recollect it because it 
perplexed me a little. I was fearful that 
the Brooklyn might have to haul out of 
action and run in shore, and I concluded 
that it was given to me asa warning in 
case she did haul out that I would be 
prepared to look out for the chase alone 
and not to pay any attention to her and 
that she would look out for herself. I 
also remember a signal because [I did not 
understand it at first, ‘The enemy’s ship 
appears to ve been built in Italy.’ to 
which I told the signal officer to answer 
‘She will end on the coast of Cuba.’ I also 
remember a signal, ‘Congratulations over 
the grand victory and thanks for your 
splendid assistance.’

The first annual parade and inspection of 


the St. Louis police department was held 
Thursday morning. 

After the procession had passed through 
the business section of the city, it was re- 
viewed at Twelfth and Chestnut streets by 
Mayor Wells and the Board of Police Com- 
roissioners. 

At the conclusion of a series of drills by 
mounted men, riflemen and patrolmen, car- 
rying batons, Chief Matthew Kiely was pre- 
sented with a handsome sword, purchased 
by members of the force. 

The procession was viewed by large 
crowds from start to finish. About the

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Postoffice Officials Have Received No 
Notice of Major’s Coming or In- 
dication of President’s : 


Pleasure. 


Federal building officials and subor- 
dinates are induiging in speculation as ‘to 
exactly what position Maj. John B. Har- 
low will occupy wher he arrives from 


Washington. 
Maj. Harlow is a former postmaster of 
St. Louis. For 17 years prior to his ap- 
pointment as postmaster he was superin- 
tendent of mails under other postmasters. 
Since the expiration of his term as post- 
master he served about eight years a5 4 
member of the civil service commission. 
A week ago it was announced simultane- 
ously that Maj. Harlow was in poor health, 
that he resigned his position as a civil 
service commissioner; that W. B. Fouke of 
Indiana had’ been appointed in his stead 
by President Roosevelt, and that Maj. Har- 
low would be given a position in the St. 
touls postoffice under Postmaster Baum- 


off. 

Maj. Harlow has not arrived, and no of- 
ficial notification has reached the St. Louis 
office as to when he is coming or what he 
is going to do after he arrives. 

Mr. Fouke. his successor, was a mem- 
ber of the civil service commission be- 
fore. President Roosevelt was also a civil 
service commissioner at one time. It is 
suid that he served on the commission with 
Fouke. 

It is argued by politicians that President 
Roosevelt naturally takes an interest in 
the commission and its work and that the 
appointment of Fouke to succeed Harlow 
so soon after Rooscvelt’s entry into the 
White House has some significance. 

Exactly what this significance may be 
is something of a puzzle locally. Some per- 
sons familiar with national politics see 
in the situation a probability that Maj. 
Harlow’s failing health ae the Pres- 
ident to desire a more active a physically 
capable man in his place and that he ar- 
ranged to give him a berth in the St. Louls 
office in return for dropping him from the 
commission. 

Others express the opinion that the re- 
tirement of Maj. Harlow from the board 
was voluntary and due simply to ill health 
and that he asked for a place in the St. 
Louis postoffice because this city is his 
home. 

But the only news in regard to Maj. 
Harlow’s poor health has come in press 
dispatches in connection with his retire- 
ment from the board. In case the major 
should turn up in St. Louis in good health, 
it is hinted, that there may be further de- 
velopments. 


WAYOR PLANS BUILDINGS 


Chief Executive Considering Means of 
Putting St. Louis’ New 
Charter to Use. 


Plans for giving St. Louis the benefit of 
the third amendment to its charter, pro- 
viding for the erection of public buildings, 
are being considered by Mayor Wells. 

The mayor, without having made an Offi- 
cial inquiry into the procedure under @e 
new charter provisions, believes that the in- 
stallment plan, which now applies to the 
payment of special tax bills for street and 
sewer work by individuals can be success- 


fully applied to the payment for new public 
buildings by taxpayers at large. 

The mayor's pian, as far as outlined, is 

to provide a fund for new buildings by a 
special tax extending over a period of years, 
thus avoiding the objections which might 
be raised if it were proposed by a special 
tax in any one year to raise the entire sum 
needed. 
‘The question of what new buildings are 
needed first is one which the best archi- 
tects will have to settle,’’ said the mayor 
Thursday. ‘‘No one will deny that buildings 
are urgently needed, but we cannot buiid 
them all at once, and we shall have to 
learn which of the old buildings are in the 
best condition and can be used longest. 

“As all appropriations for this purpose 
have to be made by special vote of the 
people, it will be advisable to have some 
plan by which the taxation may run over a 
series of years. This wiil keep the amount 
required from being a burdensome tax in 
any one year.”’ 

The third amendment states that the 
levying of taxes for new ‘public buildings 
must be authorized by a two-thirds vote of 
the people at @ special election held for the 
purpose. 

It has been suggested that the new Four 
Courts building, which is considered an in- 
evitable necessity for the next few years. 
be placed on the present site of the old 
City Hall, and that the present Four Courts 
bullding and grounds be sold. This sug- 
gestion has been favorably considered by 
several city officials, and will be submitted 
to the mayor.

Ethel Peyo Peyton, a 10-year-old girl 
from Tobinsport, was visiting relatives in 
Hodgenville when Annie was stolen. The 
abduction made a deep impression upon 
her. .Immediately after the abduction the 
frightened parents of Ethel asked that she 

sent home. Upon her arrival at Tobins- 
ville Ethel talked of nothing but the lost 
girl. Yesterday she rushed into the house 
to her father in great excitement. 

“Papa, papa, I’ve seen Annie!”’ she cried. 
**I have seen her, papa; honest I have, and 
I want you to come and see her.”’ 

The child insisted so strenuously that Mr. 
Peyton accompanied her. She led him out 
trom town to a grove where Ethel’s play- 
mates were gathering walnuts.

COMMEND HER SIMPLICITY AND

Many Say That $300 a Year Judicious- 
ly Expended Will Supply Any 
Woman With a Good and 
Fashionable Wardrobe.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Washington so- 
ciety women are much interested in Mrs. 
Rooseveilt’s statement that $300 a year, if 
wisely expended, is sufficient to maintain 
a fashionable wardrobe. They warmly ap- 
plaud the good sense shown by the first 
lady of the land in setting an example of 
simplicity and economy

For three years they 
were remodeled and adorned with the 
latest trimmings, or some of the priceless 
lace which Mrs, Roosevelt has inherited 
from her maternal grandmother, who was 
an English woman and a connoisseur of 
lace.

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FOR BETTER BUILDINGS. 


With the adoption of the charter amendments that assure a 
New St. Louis many things will come up for the bettering of the 
city. One of the most important of these is a demand for better 
buildings. 

In many quarters of the city the eye is offended and real es- 
tate values kept down by ancient, ramshackle structures that 
might, perhaps, have been excusable a generation ago, but whose 
existence today is an eyesore and a drawback to prosperity. Their 
increase by duplicating them In new structures would be little 
less than a crime. 

During the past season an unusual increase in building was 
perceptible, especially west of Grand avenue, particularly in 
small residences for immediate sale and flat houses. As a rule, 
to a great extent, these buildings were crudely planned, with 
only the most absolutely essential conveniences, and constructed 
so hurriedly and with such lack of careful workmanship as to 
lose their attractiveness in a fraction of the time they should 
last. Then they will rapidly mar otherwise desirable residence 
districts, just as older similar eyesores do in downtown regions. 

Yet such has been the growth of the city in the past year that 
even these makeshifts of dwellings are rented so readily as to in- 
cite fresh offenses in the same line. 

It is a frequent complaint that St. Louis has few apartment 
houses with modern conveniences. Yet those who have built 
them never lack tenants at big figures. Indeed, so pronounced 
is the demand that it is a wonder the supply is so far behind. 
The difference in cost is so small that it is far overbalanced by 
the lengthened time during which they will bring an increased 
rental over the cheap affairs so plentiful. 

The reason for the many poor and the few good buildings ts in 
the prevalence of that faculty which keenly observes a dime at 
the end of the nose, but does not see a dollar a little beyond it. 
That is a faculty to be set aside in the New St. Louis we can 
now obtain. 

It is hard to prescribe a satisfying remedy for the evil com- 
plained of, except in a sincere and universal cultivation of that 
spirit of zeal for the public good that must actuate us from now 
on if we wish to keep up with the procession. 
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Sir Thomas Lipton’s opinion that ‘‘there are no girls like Amer- 
ican girls’’ is arother proof of his high qualities. And when he 
adds he won't marry till he lifts the cup, the suspicion is aroused 
that some American girl has put him on his mettle. In such 
circumstances who can help wishing him success? 
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FIVE-CENT GAS. 


Engineering (London) reports that Dr. Ludwig Mond, the Eng- 
lish chemist, has succeeded atfier years of experimenting in mak- 
ing a cheap gas. 

The poorest bituminous slack is used and during the conversion 
to gas the greater part of the ammonia contained in the slack 
is saved. 

It is said that the gas is to be sold at two pence a thousand, 
about four cents. This indicates a fuel cost of one-eighth. of a 
penny unit per hour. 

Even greater possibilities are claimed for the gas. But it its 
hardly worth while to consider them. When gas can be sold at 
a profit for 5 cents a thousand, the meter will recover its reputa- 
tion for veracity and gas companies may be induced to sell it 
actually for 25 cents. 
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The glaring discrepancies in the amounts of taxes paid by rail- 
roads in Illinois will considerably interest other taxpayers.

A STEERABLE BALLOON. 


M. Santos-Dumont, the famous amateur 
balloonist, refuses to write of his own 
achievements, but has consented to the 
publication in the November Century of an 
article on his invention, by Sterling Hellig, 
in which his views are clearly stated. 

“Suppose you buy a new bicycle or auto- 
mobile,’’ he says, ‘‘You will have a perfect 
machine to your hand; but it does not 
necessarily mean that you will go spinning 
with it over the highways. You may be 
so unpractised that you fall off the bicycle 
or blow up the automobile. The machine 
is all right, but you must learn to run it. 
That is what I am doing with my air- 
ship.’’ 

This is what the crowds of Parisians who 
have been following M. Santos-Dumont’s 
aerial evolutions take but imperfectly into 
account; and the readers of the daily pa- 
pers in far-off lands, who hear of his trials 
and narrow escapes only by way of garbled 
and hurriedly written cable dispatches, are 
still less likely to appreciate it. Every- 


thing about the navigation of the air is 
new; newest of all is the art—practised 
only by this daring youth—of diving and 
mounting obliquely in the air hy means of 
his propeller force. In the complicated and 


novel task of putting an air-ship through 
its best paces, much must necessarily be at! 
the mercy of chance details. Thus a trial 
trip whose start and finish were witnessed 
by scarcely twenty-five persons was much 
more satisfactory than the succeeding day's 
official trial before the Technical commit- 
tee of the Deutsch Prize Foundation and a 
brilliant tout-Paris assemblage. 

On this oceasion (the morning of July 13, 
1901) M. Santos-Dumont sped _ straight 
through the air above western Paris to the 
Eiffel Tower, turned round it, and returned 
to his starting point, a distance of eleven 
kilometers (nearly seven miles), in thirty- 
nine minutes, and this in spite of a new 
petroleum motor that was discovered to be 
working imperfectly shortly after starting. 
The day before, while going over the same 
course, he found that his right-hand rud- 
der-guide had become loose. This happened 
near the Eiffel Tower. Without sacrificing 
a cubic inch of gas, he descended to the 
ground by mean of his shifting-weights; 
that is to say, he pointed the nose of his 
cigar-shaped balloon obliquely downward 
and navigated to the surface of the earth 
by means of his propeller. There he pro- 
cured a ladder and repaired his rudder- 
guide. Then he mounted into the air and 
resumed his course without sacrificing a 
pound of ballast; that is to say, he pointed 
the balloon's nose obliquely upward by 
means of the shifting-weights, and so nav- 
igated on high again by the force of his 
propeller. 

To those who know anything about dirigi- 
ble balloons, these evolutions, simple as 
they appear, constitute Santos-Du- 
mont's greatest triumph. They have never 
been accomplished by any other aeronaut.

COBBLER FIT FOR THE GODS.—Peach 
cobbler as far outshines plain peach pie

Commissioners Varrelmann and Hermann Tell the Post-Dispatch 
What They Purpose Doing Immediately Under Charter Amend- 
ments--Terms of Payment by Property Owners Defined. 


Street Commissioner Varrelmann told the 
Post-Dispatch Thursday that the work of 
preparing ordinances for the rebuilding of 
the streets of St. Louis had begun, and out- 
lined for the first time the scheme for street 
improvement. 

“We need draughtsmen,” said Mr. Var- 
relmann, ‘‘and could give profitable employ- 
ment to ten or twelve in the next few 
weeks. With the small force we have, the 
work is being done as fast as possible, and 
the dates for hearings will be announced 
within a week. 

‘Hearings will be kept up all winter, and 
if the Assembly will do its part there will 
be no delay in making the New St. Louis.”’
